Could the answer be foiled la the following thoughts paraphrased 
froa Allen Dulles’ book, "The Craft of Intelligence", (Signet Edition, 
p. 232)* 

Ezqpoaing troGsoa cr presumed treason or even the hint of treason 
ct high levsls con predueo disruption of governments mere than 
alizost anytlilng else one can think of. The French govemTsent 
was in a shaky statue for more than ten years because of the 
Dreyfus affair. If high officials could be tainted^ either 
. overtly or innuendo^ a disrupt.ing paralysis of the body politic 
would occur and dismey would disorganise the populace. 

In toerica today, the assassination investigation is growing, in 
the public eye, into an "Oavrald Affair’*, because of the disclosures in 
the groidjig flood of books and articlesi and TV shoi/s. The Warren 
Commission is shown to have oarried out a non-partisan politically^ 
motivated and dubiously honest 'Investigation”, which ccE^letely ig- 
nored any leads pointing to conspirators who might have arranged to 
have President lonnedy killed. Because the makeup bf the Commission, 
and its method of operation. Involved the people and agencies mentioned 
in the question [l] above, doubts about the Cosaaissiou* a activities 
can only have -uhe effect of weakening our faith in the civilian gov- 
emraont of the United States of America, as Allen Dulles pointed out. 



[2] \fhy is big money being used to woo away all of President Johnson* s 
long-tiue personally-trusted associates? 

The Ford Foundation, the national associations of motion picture 
end automobile mckors, large publishing firms, and other moneyed orgart- 
i^ntious, have lured away from the White House many of the people 
Tresidont Joteson likos or works well with. Replaceiaents have gradu- 
ally coziQ o/or from the Pentagon and elsewhere. The iiaplications are 
that, if this trend persists, the President may find himself in a situ- 
ation In which he has nc impartial close associates with whom to dis- 
cuss the 3ouj*^e63 of the advice which he gets from the Pentagon or 
other govemi2ent agencieo. 

Incidentally, one might well ask why the Fund for the Republic 
(funded by the Ford Foundation) has been drafting a new and modem 
substitute for the Constitution of the United States! The Ford Founda- 
tion ran the recent "Cltisona* Conference” to discuss the draft. The 
same Foundation wants to initiate a nationwide TV satellite system fer 
broadcasting educational TV. (Could this be a step toward thou^t con- 
trol, if it goes into effect?) The Ford Pcmsdatlon Is making huge gifts 
to Univoraltles and school organisations. "He who pays the piper calls 
the tunel” Are the goals of the Foxd Foundation trustees unquestionably 
beyczxd question?

This recounts, in the style of "Haalet" and "Macbeth”, a story clearly 
ii^Iying that the Senate Leader who became Vicev-Presideat, with his wife, 
plotted the aasassiuation of the President, in order to advance hinself 
to the Presidency. The faces in the illustrations, end the first names 
of the characters, leave no doubt about who «2ad whet is intended to be 
understood from this play, which was given nationwide publicity In the 
Kew York Tiiciee Sunday book rovlaw section. 

(o) The gradual release of evidence, and the gradual publioation of 
books, clearly shoeing that the Warren Comaission report was a wMte- 
wash, nn^ iaiicatiag that the Conaalsslon had been politically directed 
to ignore eH leads which dscured that a conspiracy Bdght have existed 
to have President Kennedy assassinated. 

(d) la pai’tiiiular, the recent release by the Acsooiated Press of the

In fact, the Associated F3peas apparently 
never mde this full phetograph available to the Ccajaisslon, since it 
is never mentioned, nor do prints showing the right-half appear in the 
Hearings. Furthermore, it was cot mentioned during the testimony of 
KufUs Youngblood, the head of Mr. Johnson's Secret Servi-oe detail, 
even when he was boli:g ssked about the automobile positions at the 
monont of the ossassiaaticn.

President Johnson’s two poorly tl?asd surgical operations have 
added plyeioal strain to his burden, 111116 preventing bin from engag- 
ing in riseesscij’ pclitical activities* If the President is new un- 
fairly, and wrongly, tarred by iameado with the alleged responsibility 
fer the dentih of President Secnedy, to the point where izi^eaclisont 
prao 3 ei 5 ais 3 era eion jifentioe ed In offiolal oirales, the edded fcurfen 
;iay beocr^e too much too boar* The pressure of tiylng to fight this 
aai-rphous and false "fras»'Up'* may well aeuae the President to esj- 
hlbit the outward appoerances of a nervous breakdown or similar dis- 
ability, which would naturally be played up widely by the nationol 
news media as a natter cf extreae world-wide pubLia ecnoern.

Mora to the point, after a few ooxe books are publl^ed, there 
will be great doubt that Oswald could have bean a lone assassin. At 
that time. If the public believes even half-seriously that "lyndoc did 
It", there won't be caiah pressure to contlane to look further for the 
real conaplrators. This nay adequately wa plein why President Johnson 
is now b^Lng "framed" In this affair* 
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[5] Could the pcreaent dlvlBlve tendenoles In Anerloa lead to a 
Seoond Clrll War In the next feu years? (Would you believe a Seoond 
American Bavolution?) 

The ordlnazy streasea axsA atralne in Anarlca hare been increasingly 
esaoerbated since President Kennedy's assassination. The poor are be- 
ing formally organized (it would be nialeadlng to say "institutionalized'') . 
There are civil zlots over civil rl^ts. BLeck power is opposed by white 
baohlasb. The Cosa Nostra remains active and unchecked, i^g usage 
growa,, \^le mai^ govexnaant agencies apparently remain hSlplass. An 
inflation which may reach the scale cf the Frei^, Italian, or Bra- 
silian inflations seams to be descending upon us, as we convert to a 
purely prlntln^press ourrency step ty stepa Tat these ordinary 
stresses and strains would not be expected to bring on anything as 
drastic as a revolution or a civil war, not in this country, not in 
thla oentuzy. 

Whet nd^t happen, however. If Inpeachment proceedings were to 
be brouf^t against the President for any of several possible reasons? 

Hev difficult might It be for the average man of good will and reasonr 
able turn of to decide whether to support or oppose the President 'a 
cause? To chooso sides would be difficult, especially if an emotion- 
ally charged issue (such aa the Kennedy assassination) were the osten- 
sible reason for the Impeccfamant proceedings. 

With the MinuteBan, the Nazis, the K.S.K., and the other armed 
militant groups now abroad in our land, including ndlltaut civil 
rights groups having strength In numbers which cospensatos for their 
presumed lack cf arms, the stage is set for a major fight. A rapid 
detarlcratlon cf civil order, as by a rash of riots in towns from 
10,000 to 90,000 population (projecting the damcgraphic trend of the 
last three years), would call for allltaiy power and martial law to 
maintain the public traEqulUty, on a scale fgr greater than in the 
last few years. Opr major neus media (or rathor, these that cont3%l 
these media) can either fan cr cool the inflacsaation of the pubU>j 
under these conditions. 

In Brazil in 1964, in a sc-called "constitutional " manner, an 
"inflamed public" forced the President to leave the country, and the 
rains of govexoment ware handed to a mllitaiy Junta ly the Congress. 
Strongly ooisalttad foes of Comsunlsm, such as J* Bdgar Hoover and 
Allan Dalles, ml^t not bemoan the fats cf deoccraoy In Brazil, \ilhat 
would be their reaction to a siodlar situation In '^a countzy? 

If neighbors flzid themselves forced to "ohcoae up aides" on some 
oversiiqpllfled public presentation of a aln^e unreal "issue", the ctut- 
come might resemble one of the mazy civil wars which we can read about 
In our hietoxy bocks. Whether democracy end free speech could survive, 
and free civilian govemmant taka ovar from the mllitaiy afterwards, 
is a matter of debate. It would be better not to let things coma to 
this pass.

Tcu will find that there is no speoial acurse of aotion prescribed 
fox* the abcve^desoribed situatlcn, In which the President has (sause to 
disagree with the Vioe^Presidant’s deolsicn that he is unuello This 
situation Is xiumenticned, let alone unrescrlved<. Yet It seems to be 
the meet likely 4iroumstanae tc ccour. In the ease of a sti^ng^ninded 
President who gradually suffers the inoreaaing strain leading to an 
incipient nervous breakdouno He will appear Inrational to ethers long 
before he has reason, in his cun ndsd, to think cf his actions as being 
apparently irrational. 

Especially in the case of the Resident of the United States, who 
■mast Imctf and act iq>GD secaKtt Infcznaticn whlah may be kept secret 
freo the Cabinet and even firm the Vio»>Presldent, thsro la the strong 
posalbdll'^ that seme of his '*irratlonal<»8eeming'' aotions may be per^ 
feotly logically Justified by the Infoxnation knam only to the foeal- 
dent and hla militaxy intelligence advisers. 

In the event that the Preaidant is declared ''disabled" by the 
^oe^Preaddent azid Cabinet, he Is supposed to relinquish bis powers 
peaceably to the Ylse^Presldant at cnce° He may then appeal to the 
Congress to rasters his powers. If he is really well. At lease four 
days oust paas (why???) nnd up to '^eoty.seven days say pass, before 
Cuagress Is required to render its deolslono 

Dees anyone imagine tliat a President with a strong temperament 
would wait evoa four days, allowing the ^ao-Prealdent to take all 
Bcrts of actloiid with his new Presidential powers? Especially con- 
sldei* the cess where the President knows full well In his cwn ntliid 
that ho Is definitely not suffering from ary real disability or break- 
down. 



The Senate Suhaommlttae on Constitutional Amendments itself 
v'.ould not imagine the President alttlne idly by during this perlodo 
Its Chief Counsel statest"It was [thiaj situation... that conoamed the 
SuboccBiittea the most and the clrcumstanoe they attempted to cover 
mest meticulously. • o .We [believe] that a President who has been re> 
iiicved would resort to an appeal by radio and television to the publloa 
This might or might not be to his advantage. If it were a true case 
cf usurpation ty the ^oe President and the Cabinet, It la obvious that 
his appearaiKie on television would weigh very heavily in bia favor. If 
he were mentally Imbalanaed, it is likely that a television appearanco
